S ſoon as the young Prince was born, the King informed 
himſelf what was the Cuſtom in the like Caſe, in the 


Kingdom, with regard to the Ceremony of Baptiſm; and hav- 
ing found by the Regiſters, tnat wnen it was a Boy, and that 


the King was Godfather, it was uſual for him to name for ſecond 
Godfather, one of the chief Lords of the Court, and ofteneſt 
the Lord Chamberlain; he named for that Office the Duke of 
Newcaftle, who is poſſeſt of that Employment, at the ſame tinie 
naming the Godmather, the Ducheſs of H. 4/bans, Groom of 
the Stole to the Princeſs : Nevertheleſs, his Royal Highneſs the 
Prince of Vales was ſo chagrin'd at it, that Thurſday laſt, after 
the Solemnity of the Baptiſm was over, being no longer able to 
maſter his Reſentments, came up to the Duke of Newca/tle, and 
gave him very injurious Language, ſuppoſing that he had made 
Intereſt for that Honour, contrary to his Highneſs's Inclinations. 
The King was then in the Chamber, but not near enough to hear 
what the Prince ſaid_to the Duke; the latter thinking himſolf
